will be melted away ond a perceptible 
warmth will "be felt, especially early, 
before the aoil has been deeply frozen. 
The warm air of summer penetrates 
more deeply a well-drained soil, and 
the heat thus accumulated is only 
gradually given off when severe freez- 
ing occurs on the surface. — Exchange.

The whola country is complaining of 


an over-stock, not, only of grain but of 
manufactured articles. 
A linancial 


speaker recently slated that 
there 


is a three years' supply of irou, and of 
several other products. This is bosh; 
there is not half a year's supply of any 
manufactured articles. But there is an 
excess of many things, because the 
production is constantly going on, 
nearly up to the customary rates if not 
quitf. 


Ti.e thought, however, we would 


impifss hero is, the comparative inde- 
pendence of farmers as a class. Take 
an ill'i3tration. In the manutacturing 
towns, if through a surplus, and low 
prices and few buyers, the machinery 
is suspended, both employers aud em- 
ployes must suii'cr, it not starve. 
But 


In Kansas for example, owing to the 
general surplus, corn is hard to part 
with at titteen cents a bushel. Well, 
suppose nobody will take the corn. 
Some of H can be eaten; some of it 
will produce fal pork to "grease, it 
down;" and some of it will make very 
good inel to cook the corn bread and 
pork, and to keep off the frost. 
The 


iatnllies that have corn on hand can 
draw themselves within their own shells, 
•so to speak, keep fed, keep warm, 
wear out the old clothes, and wait for 
better times. A few, 
deeply in debt to 


hard creditors, will possibly lose their 
homes; out not many. In such times 
creditors are not likely to seize upon 
property they can 
noJk dispos* of, 


whether grain or land; and, as a rule, 
they are wise enough to give the debt- 
ors » chance to pay in full in the fu- 
ture, rather than to exterminate the 
golden egg laying biped, feathered or 
unfeathered. 


Aside from those pressed with enor- 


mous debts, farmers are in these times 
thd most independent class in the 
realm. All over HP country they can 
hold on to their wlio.it and corn, or be 
turning the la'ter into hog products 
that will keep. The purchase of hoped 
for new articles of dress, of ornament, 
ot luxury, ot cumturt, can be put off 
this year, ami another if need be. 
Coars'e woolen poods to keep out the 
cold are relatively nearly as cheap as 
grain. A small stock ot these tor the 
present winter, and some coal when it 
is cheaper than corn for fuel, will carry 
the tamily through the winter, and 
the soil will yield food, at least, for 
next year. 


Now is a good time for farmers to 


feel, to asuert, and to show their inde- 
pendence; to live within their means, 
within themselves. This course pur- 
sued awhile, and there will be suppli- 
ants, at their doors offering gold for 
their hoarded food.—Praine Farmer.
